Big discrepancy on funding 
for neighbouring authorities 


T AXPAYERS in Hale¬ 
sowen and Rowley 
Regis face a postcode 
lottery in funding for public 
services - with Dudley 
Council receiving £60 
million less a year than 
neighbouring Sandwell 
from Whitehall. 

MP James Morris, who represents 
the constituency including the two 
local authorities, highlighted the dis¬ 
crepancy in funding. 

The seat covers the south-east part of 


Dudley borough, including the town of 
Halesowen, and the south-west part of 
Sandwell, covering Rowley Regis. 

Mr Morris said the areas had similar 
levels of population and deprivation, yet 
Dudley Council received significantly 
less funding. He called for fairer grant 
allocations and greater transparency of 
the process. 

Settlement 

The Conservative MP told the 
Commons: “My central focus is to ensure 
fairness in the grant allocation process. 
However, there is a discrepancy between 
these two metropolitan authorities. 

“Dudley metropolitan council receives 
£60 million less funding than Sandwell 
metropolitan authority. They have 


Road safety scheme may 
lose out as cuts take toll 


TRAFFIC calming schemes 
needed in Sandwell could be put 
on ice due to a lack of funding. 

Council bosses said residents 
would suffer but cost-cutting 
was unavoidable after the road 
safety budget was slashed by 25 
per cent. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
Sandwell’s roads boss, said: 
“The road safety budget has 
been cut by around £800,000 out 
of £3 million in a year. 

“We cannot keep the roads as 
safe as we would like them to be 


if we are hit by cuts that large in 
a year. Clearly the Government 
has little or no regard for road 
safety.” 

Residents living near Britan¬ 
nia Road in Rowley Regis have 
submitted a 101-name petition 
calling for traffic calming meas¬ 
ures on Britannia Road. 

Crashes 

The campaign follows two 
crashes in recent years on the 
road as it meets Habberley Road 
and Spring Avenue. Council 


bosses said the best action they 
could take at the moment was to 
consider Britannia Road for the 
next programme of speed signs 
activated by cars. 

In response to a separate 
request for traffic calming in 
February, council bosses said 
they had re-marked the road at 
its junction with Habberley Road 
and Spring Avenue.They added 
they would contact West Mid¬ 
lands Police to ask if they would 
consider speed enforcement 
campaigns on Britannia Road. 


similar levels of population and depriva¬ 
tion, yet there is a £60 million discrep¬ 
ancy. 

“I am simply saying that we need to get 
to a point where this grant allocation does 
not throw up such significant discrepan¬ 
cies, not just between metropolitan bor¬ 
oughs and the shires - but between 
metropolitan authorities within particu¬ 
lar regions.” 

The Government is due to announce 
details of its local government finance 
settlement shortly. Mr Morris said the 
“funding shortfalls” needed to be tackled. 
He said the way in which the formula 
grant is calculated was “very compli¬ 
cated” and “lacking in transparency”. 

“There is an urgent need to reform how 
we calculate the distribution. More trans¬ 
parency in the allocation 
process is critical,” he 
added. 

Mr Morris raised his 
concerns during a debate 
on changes to council 
funding by central gov¬ 
ernment, which was 
spearheaded by Labour 
last night. 

It claimed local coun¬ 
cils would lose an 
average of 27 per cent of 
their funding over the 
next four years leading to 
“substantial job losses”. 

Communities Secre¬ 
tary Eric Pickles said the 
distribution of funding 
would be “fair” and 
accused Labour and the 
unions of “reckless scare- 
mongering” about job 
cuts.

“We are working in partnership with 
the Midland Music Network to promote 
music in the area. 

“In all we have 20 ukuleles, painted 
every colour of the rainbow, that will be 
available to borrow in the same way as a 
book. 

“They can be loaned for four weeks at 


a time and renewed in just the same 
way” Ukuleles will be available to loan 
from libraries in Tipton, Glebefields, 
Great Bridge, as well as from the 
Neptune Health Centre in Tipton.

Auction 
conmen 
ordered 
to pay 
£ 36,000 

THREE fraudsters 
who sold thousands of 
pounds of fake shoes 
and clothing over the 
internet have been 
ordered to pay back 
more than £36,000. 

Conmen Jason Messen¬ 
ger, Kevin Gibbons and 
Simon Jones, all from 
Sandwell, used auction 
website ebay to sell coun¬ 
terfeit Nike trainers and 
Timberland boots. 

On Monday they were 
back at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court for a pro¬ 
ceeds of crime hearing 
when Judge Michael 
Challinor formally confis¬ 
cated the remaining 
funds. The payback 
amount is less than 12 per 
cent of the £317,629 that 
the conmen raked in from 
the scam. 

Messenger, aged 38, of 
Britannia Road, Rowley 
Regis, appeared in the 
dock following completion 
of half an 18-month 
prison sentence for pos¬ 
sessing goods with a false 
trademark for sale and 
fraud relating to false 
bids on ebay. 

Raided 

Joining him were 
Gibbons, of Ascot Close, 
Oldbury, and Jones, of 
Midhill Drive, Rowley 
Regis, who were both 
given suspended prison 
sentences for selling fake 
label shoes on ebay. 

The court heard on 
Monday that Messenger 
had benefited by 
£232,523 but had only 
£25,304 available. He 
was given 12 months to 
pay the available amount 
back. 

Gibbons, 27, who 
admitted possessing 
goods with a false trade¬ 
mark for sale and 
received a suspended 12- 
month jail term and 200 
hours of unpaid work, 
benefited by £56,454 but 
had only £8,664. 

Jones, 30, who admit¬ 
ted the same charge and 
was given a nine-month 
suspended jail sentence 
and 120 hours of unpaid 
work, benefited by 
£28,652 but had just 
£2,256 available. Both 
were given six months to 
pay back the amounts.

Trojan bus to target the 
stone-throwing vandals 


A “TROJAN” bus with reinforced windows which carries plainclothes 
police officers is being developed to clamp down on yobs throwing stones 
and snowballs at vehicles in the West Midlands. 

Bus operator National Express announced the plan after bus windows were 
broken in five attacks in a week in Sedgley alone. It will operate on routes where 
buses have come under attack across the region and will take to the roads early 
next year. 

National Express will launch the bus following the success of similar schemes in other 
parts of the country. 

Drivers have been warned to be extra vigilant when driving through Sedgley, where 
yobs have attacked buses on the 558 route between Wolverhampton and Dudley, with 
High Street and the Bull Ring being hotspots. 

There have been five inci¬ 
dents in a week. No passen¬ 
gers or staff have been 
injured, and an investiga¬ 
tion has been launched by 
West Midlands Police. 

Detectives and National 
Express officials are looking 
through CCTV images to 
find those responsible for 
the attacks. 

Safer travel manager for 
the transport company, 

Tony Dallison, said the 
Trojan bus scheme was 
designed to target those who 
smashed windows. 

Instantly 

“We take anti-social 
behaviour very seriously 
and are developing this bus 
scheme,” he said. 

“A Trojan bus is a vehicle 
with reinforced windows 
and plainclothes officers 
inside. As soon as the offi¬ 
cers spot stone or other pro¬ 
jectile throwing they can get 
off the vehicle and appre¬ 
hend those responsible 
instantly.” 

Area manager John 
Morrow said: “Safety 
remains our absolute prior¬ 
ity. We will remain in close 
contact with police officers 
to share any CCTV images.”

JB’s fate 
in balance 
after deal 
is denied 


MYSTERY surrounds 
the future of troubled 
Dudley rock club JB’s as 
administrators denied a 
company’s claims it now 
owns the music venue. 

JB’s was placed into 
administration in October 
with debts of £450,000. The 
business, including the 
premises in Castle Hill, was 
subsequently put on the 
market for £350,000. 

A company calling itself 
London Entertainments set 
up a Facebook page adver¬ 
tising itself as the new 
owners of JB’s. 

The website’s creator Kay 
Rai has posted a link for 
more information to the 
London Entertainments 
website. It carries a state¬ 
ment claiming it has bought 
a 1,000 capacity club and 
suggests JB’s will be 
renamed Monroes. 

Administrator John 
Travers, of Stourbridge- 
based John D Travers & Co, 
today said: “I can categori¬ 
cally state that the sale of 
JB’s has not been concluded. 

“Anyone who claims to 
have purchased the club is 
mistaken.” 

He added that he was in 
“advanced negotiations” 
with a potential buyer. 

“Things are moving 
slower than I had hoped, but 
we are still hopeful of a suc¬ 
cessful outcome,” he said. 

The London Entertain¬ 
ments website states: 
“London Entertainments 
has recently acquired the 
huge 1,000 capacity night¬ 
club, ‘Monroes’ - Pride of 
The Black Country. We have 
purchased this club.” 
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No panic as assaults on 
hospital staff rise 33pc 


ASSAULTS on staff working at the 
trust that runs Rowley Regis Hospital 
and Sandwell Hospital have risen by 
33 per cent in the last year. 

The annual statistics which have been 
released by Sandwell & West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust reveal there were 157 
assaults in 2009-10, up from 118 the year 
before. At Dudley the annual figure was 53. 

In Sandwell, security bosses have attrib¬ 
uted the rise to better reporting from staff 
as opposed to an actual rise in assaults. 

Of the 157 assaults reported at Rowley 
Regis, Sandwell, and City hospitals, 70 


involved medical factors, including people 
lashing out after waking up from an anaes¬ 
thetic or people with conditions such as 
dementia. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of the 
Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs Russells Hall Hospital, said 
there was now CCTV and 24 hour security. 

“The Dudley Group of Hospitals takes a 
zero tolerance approach to violence and 
aggression and we encourage staff to report 
any incidents that occur. 

“During 2009/10 the trust reported a 
total of 53 physical assaults against our 
staff, 38 of which were by patients who 
were confused at the time. 

“While we understand 
that sometimes aggression 
is driven by fear or confu¬ 
sion we believe violence 
towards our staff, who are 
here to help, is unaccept¬ 
able. 

Aggressive 

“In order to provide a safe 
environment for employees, 
patients, visitors and others 
we have CCTV cameras 
monitored 24 hours a day, as 
well as a responsive 24-hour 
manned security service to 
deal with disorder on our 
sites. 

Ms Clark added: “Front 
line staff receive mandatory 
conflict resolution training.” 

In May 2010, Russells 
Hall Hospital launched the 
first “hospital watch 
scheme” in partnership with 
police to encourage staff, 
patients and visitors to be 
more alert and to report 
incidents. 

Peter Finch, security 
adviser and security man¬ 
agement specialist at 
Sandwell & West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust 
said: “Our assault numbers 
have gone up because people 
are reporting more.”

The peer, on a visit to the 
West Midlands, said the 
EDL targeted the Black 
Country to “stir up resent¬

Around 100 EDL protes¬ 
tors turned up in Wolver¬ 
hampton city centre on 
November 20 despite 
having not gone through 
the appropriate channels of 
informing the police.

Mr Jones, a parishioner of 
All Saints and a member of the 
district church committee, said: 
“The exhibition will highlight 
the dramatic change that has 
happened around the church 
since the years after Second 
World War.

Sunday school building on the 
site now occupied by Iceland 
and Lloyds Chemists, another 
a tranquil Priory Lane before 
the construction of the new 
Sedgley Library and Ladies

contrast is in Dean Street, 
which until the 60s was home 


to a row of cottages — all now 
gone, replaced by a car park.”

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New college will 
keep old surgery 


THESE are the 
first images of what 
Dudley College’s 
new sixth form and 
higher education 
centre could look 
like if revised plans 
are given the go- 
ahead. 

Architects at the 
college have been 
working on revised 
plans for the develop¬ 
ment, off Priory Road, 
which forms part of a 
proposed £30 million 
campus. 

The college had hoped 
to demolish Kudos 
House, a 19th century 
doctor’s surgery, to make 
way for the scheme, but 
last week it was 
awarded Grade II listed 
status which effectively 
protects it from demoli¬ 
tion. 

It will now be forced to 
spend more than £1 
million incorporating 
the old building into the 
designs, and officials are 
now looking into ways of 
raising funds. 

Classical 

A future use for Kudos 
House has yet to be 
decided, but it could 
become a tutorial centre 
for higher education stu¬ 
dents, an incubation 
centre for micro-busi¬ 
nesses, or it could house 
college offices, officials 
said. 

The development - 
called Dudley Sixth and 
Dudley Higher — will 
cater for more than 600 
students and bosses 
hope building work will 


start next summer. It is 
expected open in Sep¬ 
tember 2012. 

The college principal, 
Lowell Williams, said: 
“We are very pleased to 
be releasing these new 
plans. 

“When we were 
informed of the possible 
spot-listing of Kudos 
House, we knew we had 
to prepare an alterna¬ 
tive plan or else the 
whole of our project 
could have been in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

Integral 

“Our developments 
are absolutely integral 
to the future regenera¬ 
tion of Dudley town 
centre.” 

Mr Williams added: 
“We think our new 
design still provides a 
fabulous resource for the 
town and will greatly 
enhance the educational 
facilities for young 
people and adults. 

“The downside is that 
the new scheme is signif¬ 
icantly more expensive, 
over £1 million more, 
and the burden of the 
cost of retaining and ren¬ 
ovating Kudos House 
falls solely to the 
college.” 

English Heritage 
spokeswoman Renee 
Fok said Kudos House 
had “architectural and 
historic special interest 
as a remarkably com¬ 
plete and rare early 
example of a purpose- 
built doctor’s house in a 
restrained classical 
style.” 

A planning applica¬ 
tion is expected in the 
new year.

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Hospital parking fines 
through 1,000 barrier 


MORE than 1,030 fines 
have been issued to 
drivers parking illegally 
on roads near a Dudley- 
hospital during the past 
year. 

Roads around Russells 
Hall Hospital are regularly 
clogged with cars as people 
struggle to find a spot at the 
car park, prompting com¬ 
plaints from residents living 
near the site. 

Figures show that 1,034 
tickets were issued between 
October 1, 2009, and October 31, 
2010, raising thousands of 
pounds for Dudley Council. 

Reduced 

There were 962 fines given to 
people parked along Pensnett 
High Street, 65 in Bushey Fields 
Road and seven on the A4101 
Pensnett Road. 

The council says the “vast 
majority” of the £50 and £70 
fines are paid within 14 days, 
meaning a reduced figure is 
paid. 

A£6million staff car park with 
691 spaces is currently being 
built at the rear of the hospital. 
Hospital bosses hope the new 
multi-storey park will help to 
ease the congestion on roads and 
free up space for patients and 
visitors. 

Challenged 

Council spokesman Phil 
Parker said: “Penalty Charge 
Notices are issued to vehicles 
that appear to be parking in con¬ 
travention of the council’s traffic 
regulation orders. 

“Any ticket may be challenged 
by the motorist if they believe it 
was incorrectly issued.” 

Staff living within a mile of 
Russells Hall Hospital will not 
be allowed to use the new multi¬ 
storey park.

THOUSANDS of women 
have lodged claims for 
equal pay with West 
Midland councils in a 
move that could cost tax¬ 
payers millions of 
pounds. 

Cash-strapped councils 
are still trying to deal with 
single status agreements 
demanded by the former 
Labour government 13 years 
ago. 

Wolverhampton City 
Council has already paid £33 
million to settle more than 
2,000 equal pay claims. But 


another 359 have been 
lodged. 

They relate to low-paid 
women including cleaners 
who get around £10,000 a 
year less than men doing 
equivalent jobs, such as 
those working on bin collec¬ 
tions. 

A leaked report recently 
revealed that the goodwill 
payouts were bungled and 
that foreign workers were 
able to claim them without 
proving their right to work in 
the UK. 

Dudley Council is dealing 
with 2,700 equal pay 


claimants while Walsall 
Council is considering 1,210 
claims. Sandwell Council 
has received around 300 
claims and Cannock Chase 
has 10. 

South Staffordshire 
Council sorted out its single 
status arrangements 10 
years ago and has received 
no claims recently. 

Wyre Forest Councils cur¬ 
rently has no claims to deal 
with. 

Local authorities are 
trying to save tens of millions 
of pounds as a result of 28 per 
cent cuts to their budgets.

Company to protect 
school land for future 


A PRIVATE company is now being set 
up to protect land owned by Sandwell 
schools from being sold off for redevel¬ 
opment. 

Sandwell Council is now set to nominate 
four members to join a Local Authority 
Controlled Company which will protect 
playing fields and other school land for the 
future, even if schools were removed from 
the control of local authorities. 

The council is ploughing ahead with 
plans after it was stung with an £11 million 
bill, effectively “buying back” its own land 
to create the new Rowley Learning 
Campus. 

When further education colleges were 
taken out of local authority control in the 


late 1980s, the land went with them. But 
when Dudley College, in Rowley Regis, 
closed its doors it put the land up for sale 
for housing and Sandwell Council ended up 
having to pay for it. 

Councillor Steve Eling Sandwell 
Council’s finance boss said: “With so many 
of the further educations sites, bought with 
public money sold off for housing in the 
1980s we felt we had to act now to protect 
schools land in the future. 

“Academies and foundation trust schools 
are now in a position where they could sell 
off their land in the same way if they 
wanted to. 

“Sandwell Council sees this as a positive 
step to prevent this happening .”

Louis Barnett, now aged 19, 
of Kinver, is the founder of 
Chokolit, which makes quality 
chocolate for specialist food 
shops, delicatessens and other 
retail outlets. 

The family-run firm has five 
employees, including his parents, 
Phil and Mary. 

After dropping out of school at 
11, Louis, who suffers from 
dyslexia and dyspraxia, began by 
supplying products to supermar¬ 
ket chain Waitrose. 

Batch 

Louis has signed a deal to 
supply a US distributor with 
37,000 bars of chocolate after 
exhibiting at the Fancy Fine Food 
Fair in New York. 

The new products are ethically 
produced, environmentally 
friendly and free from palm oil 
and artificial colours, flavours or 
additives will be on sale at shops 
across America. 

Distributor European Imports 
will ship the chocolate to inde¬ 
pendent delis in 12 states includ¬ 
ing Arizona, Texas, Ohio, Georgia 
and Kansas. 

Louis said: “This is great news 
for the business. 

“By this time next year, I antic¬ 
ipate that about 70 per cent of our 
sales will be to overseas markets. 

“We have just negotiated to 
send out a pallet load of choco¬ 
lates to a distributor in New 
Zealand and are also targeting 
Spain, Portugal and India.” 

The company name Chokolit 
was borne out of the way in which 
Louis spelled chocolate due to his 
dyslexia. Louis, of Enville Road, 
Kinver, runs the firm from his

home in the village, and manu¬ 
facturing is done at factories 
across the country. 

He is personally in demand 
around the globe and has given 
talks on his experiences being a 
young entrepreneur at universi¬ 
ties in Singapore, Switzerland 
and Mexico. 

He said he never expected to 
reach this level of success. 

“I think it was Waitrose where 
I first thought to myself: ‘Hang on 


a minute this could get quite big,’ 
as I watched my product disap¬ 
pear through the loading bay,” he 
said. 

“At that moment it dawned on 
me that this was going to be my 
career and that’s when the reali¬ 
sation started to set in.” 

The deal in America was bro¬ 
kered with financial help from 
Government agency UK Trade 
and Industry.

No bites 
on plans 
to make 
fish lake 

PLANS to build a 
fishing lake in a Hale¬ 
sowen wildlife haven 
have failed to reel in 
the approval of plan¬ 
ners. 

Developers wanted to 
transform land behind 
Hayley Green Farm, off 
Hagley Road, but came 
up against stiff opposi¬ 
tion from locals. 

The plans, which also 
included a building, were 
rejected by Dudley 
Council officials after 
several letters of objec¬ 
tion were received, and 
the resulting appeal dis¬ 
missed. 

Councillor Ken Turner, 
who represents Hayley 
Green and Cradley 
South, is glad the pro¬ 
posal has been rejected. 

He said: “I’m very 
pleased the considera¬ 
tion of the residents has 
been taken into account, 
and we can keep our 
green belt area.” 

The plans were 
rejected after concerns 
over the effect it would 
have on local wildlife. 
The land is the environ¬ 
ment for many protected 
species, including 

badgers and otters. 

The entrance to the 
proposed lake was also a 
cause for concern as the 
nearby Fox Hunt Island 
poses a hazard for pedes¬ 
trians. 

A council spokesman 
said: “The application 
was refused on grounds 
of the impact a new build¬ 
ing could have on the 
greenbelt, and also as no 
protected species survey 
had been included in the 
application.” 


Cheers! 
Pub gets 
new boss 
at the bar 

AN abandoned Black 
Country pub, which 
has been closed for 
three years, has re¬ 
opened its doors to the 
public following a 
seven-month refur¬ 
bishment project. 

New owner Louise 
Carroll, aged 39, bought 
the derelict Old Bush 
Revived pub, in Powke 
Lane, Blackheath, in 
April and has now trans¬ 
formed it to create a new, 
two-room pub. 

It used to have three 
rooms downstairs, but a 
wall was removed, a new 
colour scheme installed, 
new doors fitted and the 
kitchen extended in 
preparation for its 
opening night on Friday. 

Louise has also taken 
on six new full-time and 
part-time staff and is con¬ 
fident the pub is now 
entering a successful new 
era. “I am bringing the 
traditional, welcoming 
pub back into Black- 
heath,” she said. 

“We are aiming to give 
people good beer, good 
food, and a great atmos¬ 
phere.” 

Louise, who previously 
ran The Fountain Inn in 
Tipton for 10 years, 
decided to buy the Old 
Bush Revived because 
she wanted to progress 
from being a leaseholder 
to outright owner. 

But she added that she 
was also keen to move 
back into the area where 
she was born. She grew 
up in the now defunct 
Grange pub in Hanover 
Road, only one mile from 
her new location, and said 
it was “fantastic” to be 
back. 
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Stay away plea by A&E 
as winter pressures rise 


PATIENTS in Dudley are being urged 
to help ease pressure on the borough’s 
accident and emergency department 
by attending only if really necessary. 

Bosses at Dudley Primary Care Trust are 
encouraging people to use community serv¬ 
ices such as Dudley Borough Walk-in 
Centre, at Holly Hall, local pharmacies and 
NHS Direct in non-urgent cases. 

District nurses and other healthcare 


workers have been battling through the 
arctic weather to reach their patients and 
have been praised for their “tremendous” 
efforts. GP practices and clinics, running 
services such as physiotherapy and audiol¬ 
ogy, are clearing snow and ice from the 
access to buildings to provide as near a 
normal service as possible. 

Sally-Anne Osborne, associate director 
for Dudley Community Services, said: “We 
are making every effort to get to our 
patients even when the 
snow is coming down. 

“Many of the community 
staff are dressed in their 
winter wear to make sure 
they complete their rounds 
because the patients we see 
rely on the services we 
deliver.” 

Meanwhile the canal 
iceboat at Dudley’s Black 
Country Living Museum 
has been frozen in time by 
the Arctic conditions which 
struck last month — trapped 
by the ice, as are other 
vessels on waterways. 

Iron 

Staff were hoping that 
they would soon be able to 
give demonstrations of the 
vital role the vessel, Ross, 
used to play in keeping open 
the canals during big 
freeze-ups. 

Industry in the Black 
Country used to rely upon 
the iron boat, built in 1847, 
to carve a path for boats 
transporting raw materials 
and other goods. 

Fiona Carding, for the 
museum, said: “Iceboats 
were dragged through the 
frozen canal by horses while 
the team of men on board 
rocked the vessel to and fro, 
so as to set up a wave and 
break the ice.” 


Pushchairs hit in flats arson 

PUSHCHAIRS being stored in a block of flats in Hale¬ 
sowen were destroyed by fire after a suspected arson 
attack. The small blaze started in the bin store of the flats 
in Ankerdine Court, Haleso-wen, shortly after 8pm on 
Sunday. Watch commander Steve Porter said nobody was 
hurt in the fire. 

“A few pushchairs were being stored in there, but other 
than that it was just smoke damage and a bit of heat 
damage to the door frame,” he said.

to plastic bollards and 
asphalt surfacing.

A PENSIONER rescued a 
10-year-old boy from a 
canal in Stourbridge after 
the youngster crashed 
through ice, prompting 
warnings about the 
dangers caused by freez¬ 
ing weather. 

Brian Heathcock, aged 
69, knelt, reached out 
and pulled terrified Cain 
Foxall back on to the 
Stourbridge Canal Arm 
towpath on Saturday, 
November 27. 

Mr Heathcock, of Fair- 
field Rise, Wollaston, 
massaged the shivering 
boy’s legs until he 
regained his circulation 
and could be taken to his 
home about 200 yards 
away in Rushall Close. 

Mr Heathcock, who had 
been out for a morning 
walk beside the frozen 
canal, said: “I heard the 
boy screaming,” said Mr 
Heathcock. 

“He was about three 
feet out from the side, up 
to his chest in water. He 
was sinking and really 
panicking. 

“I had to get down on to 
my hands and knees and 
managed to grab his 
hands.” 

Cain’s mother, Lindsey 
Foxall, said: “I can’t 
thank Mr Heathcock 
enough.” 

Later that day a dog 
was rescued after getting 
stuck in icy canal water 
off Stoney Lane in 
Netherton. 


Action on 
90mph 
driving 
menace 


MEASURES to put the 
brakes on speeding 
drivers on a main road 
will be discussed in the 
New Year after a Dudley 
Council investigation. 

More than 900 residents 
of Coseley have signed a 
petition calling for action. 

They say drivers on the 
A463 Hurst Road near 
Sedgley are clocking speeds 
of up to 90mph - three times 
the 30mph limit. 

Members of Dudley 
Council’s North Dudley 
Area Committee were given 
a report from officers on how 
investigations into the 
problem were progressing. 

Officers said a traffic 
survey would be held on the 
road near the Childs Avenue 
junction to monitor the 
number of cars and pedes¬ 
trians using it during a 12- 
hour period. 

The road runs along the 
border with Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and officers said talks 
would take place with the 
city council to agree on a 
course of action. 

The petition was 
launched by mother-of-two 
Paula Matthews, 39, after a 
spate of crashes. Officers 
said she would be kept 
informed of any future 
progress and would meet 
her in March. 

A further report on the 
results of the survey will 
also be presented to the area 
committee later the same 
month. 

Councillor Melvyn Mott- 
ram said: “This road can be 
very dangerous and any 
measures will make a real 
difference.” 


Plucky pensioner’s ice rescue 


Hospital 
rates of 
death 
too high 

DEATH rates at hos¬ 
pitals in Dudley and 
Wolverhampton were 
higher than expected 
last year, according to 
the Dr Foster Hospital 
Guide. 

Both The Royal 
Wolverhampton Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust, which 
runs New Cross, and The 
Dudley Group of Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, were 
singled out for mention 
The survey found the 
death rate at the Wolver¬ 
hampton trust was 16 
per cent higher than 
expected, and at the 
Dudley trust it was 15 
per cent higher. 

Diagnosis 

Paula Clark, chief 
executive of the Dudley 
Group of Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust, said 
there had been a big 
increase in the number of 
inpatients and day cases 
in the last four years but 
the number of deaths has 
remained almost the 
same. 

The Dr Foster guide 
uses factors including a 
patient’s diagnosis, age 
and admission method. 

If a trust has the same 
number of overall deaths 
as estimated, it is given a 
score of 100. If it has 10 
per cent more or less it 
gets either 110 or 90. 
Dudley’s was 115 and 
Wolverhampton’s was 
116.The death rate at 
Mid-Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust, which 
was rocked by a series of 
tragedies at Stafford 
Hospital, was 87 - lower 
than expected. 
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YOBS hurled house bricks at a mother and 
her two young children outside a Dudley 
community centre. 

One missile smashed through their car 
window, narrowly missing their heads, as they 
tried to flee by driving away from the scene in 
-i Kingswinford. 

Hundreds of pounds’ 
damage was caused to the 
vehicle during the terrify¬ 
ing attack which left the 
family shaken. 

Travel agency worker 
Lindsey Mason, aged 41, 
was with sons Jake, aged 
seven, and six-year-old Alex 
outside the Dingle Commu¬ 
nity Centre, in Madeley 
Road. 

West Midlands Police 
said they had now stepped 
up patrols in the area to 
reassure families following 
the unprovoked attack at 
6.30pm on Thursday, Nov¬ 
ember 25. 

Laughing 

It happened as the family 
was leaving the centre, 
when a group of youths 
started laughing and throw¬ 
ing stones at them. 

In panic, Mrs Mason 
thrust her children into the 
back of the Renault Clio and 
tried to drive off. 

But the yobs kept laugh¬ 
ing before throwing a brick 
through the driver’s side 
rear window, showering the 
family with glass. 

“The kids were screaming 
and I didn’t know what to 
do,” Mrs Mason said. 

Mrs Mason’s husband 
Jamie, aged 34, is offering a 
£500 reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to a conviction 
of the offenders.

The A-Team Cert 12 

You need to be very willing to suspend a lot of disbelief for 
this film but it’s worth it. The A-Team based on the 70s hit 
series is a rip-roaring, eye-popping cartoon violence ride 
from the highly extended opening credits to the, leave-it- 
open-for-a-sequel ending. 

The A-Team has franchise 
written all over it and the next 
instalment has already been 
hinted at by one of the cast. 

This said the production 
value on this rollercoaster ride 
of military and counter intelli¬ 
gence double crossing is fan¬ 
tastic. 

The A-Team which, for 
those of you who don’t know 
stands for Alpha Team, is led 
by Liam Neeson who takes on 
the mantle made famous by 
George Peppard as Hannibal 
Smith. They make their 
appearance while exposing 
corruption in the Mexican 
police. 

Smith escapes the clutches 
of the authorities and, on his 
way to rescue “The Face” 
played by Bradley Cooper, 
crosses paths with BA 
Baracus portrayed broodingly 
by Quinton “Rampage” Jackson and then links up, in the obvious 
place a psychiatric unit, with Murdock - Sharlto Copley. 

The Hollywood version of The A-Team has all the elements of the 
TV series from the montages of making ingenious devices from 
“scrap” or kit “acquired” from unknowing suppliers to the catch- 
phrases such as “I’m going to kill you 
fool” and “I love it when a plan comes 
together” and ingenious ways of 
getting BA to fly. 

The film doesn’t take itself seri¬ 
ously and neither should the viewer, 
through the action sequences that 
are reminiscent of cartoon or com¬ 
puter games that have a level of vio¬ 
lence and explosions which keeps 
your interest and yet never shows a 
dead body. 

Neeson leads his team on an unof¬ 
ficial mission to recover some US 
dollar printing plates which could 
cause seriously problems for the 
USofA, and therefore the world’s, 
economy. As you would imagine the 
plan is meticulously drawn up by

Smith and perfectly executed by his team, except for one little glitch 
when the plates are stolen. 

What the trusting A-Team souls didn’t know was the Colonel who 
sent them on the mission, the FBI and CIA and even more secret 
agencies behind it were all double crossing each other leaving the 
team to be the scapegoats. This provides the impetus for the rest of 
the plot as the four men of honour who are court marshalled and 
jailed seek to escape their captors, recover the plates, bring the true 
culprits to justice and clear their names - simple really. 

Steering 

There are fantastic action sequences which are completely over 
the top such as steering a tank which is falling to earth with the team 
inside it by using the recoil of firing the gun. The dialogue, although 
at times as corny as the 70s series, is never allowed to slow things 
down and very much in the Mission Impossible vein it uses all the 
latest technology, gadgets and 
hi-tech vehicles to add to the 
visual extravaganza. 

The A-Team is a lads’ film, 
it’s an eye-popping spectacle 
which like the KFC should be 
brought on a weekend with 
some beers then just switch 
off, tune in and enjoy the ride.

End of an era as mansion is 
reduced to pile of rubble 


It was once a fine manor 
house at the heart of a 
Black Country beauty 
spot but these pictures 
show the sad ending for 
historic Saltwells House. 

Contractors have begun 
demolishing the derelict 19th 
century property and have 
already removed one of the 
exterior walls revealing the 
rooms inside surrounded by 
rubble. 

The landmark building, 
which stands within Saltwells 
Nature Reserve, in Netherton, 
had become a magnet for 
vandals after falling into disre¬ 
pair and was sold to developers 
earlier this year. 

The demolition is expected to 
take around four weeks. 


Councillor Bryan Cotterill, 
who has led campaigns to save 
the house, said: “It’s the end of 
an era. 

“I am sad to see Saltwells 
House go and to see it demol¬ 
ished in this way is a real 
shame. 

Nursing 

“But it had fallen into a sorry 
state of disrepair and it would 
have taken more than a 60- 
minute makeover to get it back 
to its former glory. 

“Sadly, demolition has been 
necessary because it had 
become a safety risk. 

“Vandals were breaking in 
and starting fires and someone 
could have been seriously 
injured if that was allowed to 
continue.” 

The Saltwells Action Group 


member said he was waiting to 
hear what was going to be pro¬ 
posed for the future use of the 
site. 

“I want it to be something in 
keeping with the nature 
reserve,” he added. 

Saltwells House, build more 
than 150 years ago by the Earl 
of Dudley, was bought by 
regeneration developer Dudley 
Public Sector Partnership, 
which is 50 per cent owned by 
Dudley Council. 

Its plans for the site have not 
yet been announced. 

The building, which closed in 
2001, had previously been used 
as a school and a nursing home. 

Offices for the nature 
reserve’s park rangers may also 
have to be moved.

Death of 
computer 
pioneer 
aged 97 

A DUDLEY-BORN 
mathematics wizard 
dubbed the father of 
British computing for his 
pioneering work in the 
late 1940s has died at the 
age of 97. 

Professor Sir Maurice 
Wilkes designed and 
built the Edsac computer 
which set standards on 
how the technology could 
be used in learning and 
business. 

Maurice Wilkes was 
born to parents Vincent 
and Ellen on June 26, 
1913. 

He was very proud of 
his father, who started 
work on the Earl of 
Dudley’s estate as a 16- 
year-old office boy and 
then worked his way up. 
The future professor 
attended King Edward 
VI School, in Stourbridge 
town centre, and in 1931 
started his studies in 
mathematical physics at 
St John’s College, Cam¬ 
bridge. 

He gained his PhD 
from the university in 
1938 after researching 
radio waves. 

Sir Maurice became 
the head of the mathe¬ 
matical laboratory at 
Cambridge University in 
1946 and held the post 
until 1970. 

He then headed the 
computer laboratory 
from 1970-80, and 
started developing the 
Edsac machine following 
his work in developing 
radar during World War 
Two. Sir Maurice,who 
died late last month, is 
survived by his children 
Anthony, Margaret and 
Helen.

Bitter weather gives 
RAC its busiest day 
for the last 17 years 

F OR Chrissy Dale, it really was the last thing 
she needed. Her eight-month-old daughter was 
in the car ready for nursery, and the 29-year-old 
was prepared to tackle the slippery, snow-covered 
roads - only to discover her vehicle wouldn’t start. 

Sunday, November 28 saw the RAC’s busiest day in 17 years 
with further cold weather predicted. 

Brett Hunt has been a leading patrolman for nine years. As well as 
driving around in one of the familiar-looking orange vans, he looks 
after a team of 11 drivers. 


The father of two says one of the 
most common causes of breakdowns in 
cold weather is battery problems. 

“Cold weather affects the perform¬ 
ance of the battery,” says Brett, aged 


The RAC has just tackled its 
busiest day in 17 years. 

CATHY SPENCER went out 


44. 

“Oil is thicker than it is in warmer 
weather and the moving parts are 
tighter so it takes more effort to get 
things moving - this combined with a 
tired battery is not good.” 

Brett’s first two calls of the day are to 
flat batteries in Kingswinford and 
Oldbury - and then the RAC control 
centre at Walsall receives a call from 
Chrissy Dale. 

Through his computer, Brett tells 
the centre he is available to take a call¬ 
out. 

His next job soon arrives down the 
phone line and shows up on the 
skeye.pad that he has near to his sat- 
nav on the dashboard. 

It tells him he has to head to Atting- 
ham Drive in Dudley, where a non¬ 
starting car and Chrissy will be 
waiting for him. 

“I put the location in my sat-nav and 
it gives me an estimated time of 
arrival,” says Brett, who lives in 
Netherton and is married to housewife 
Debbie. Then I give the motorist a call 


with one of the patrols to find 
out about the challenges facing 
motorists during the cold snap. 


to tell them that I’m on my way, which 
is worth a lot to them.” 

At Attingham Drive, Chrissy Dale 
is waiting with her 10-year-old blue 
Peugeot 106. She says: “I had my 
baby Poppy ready for nursery and 
then the car wouldn’t start. 

“I thought, if this is what it is like 
at the start of the cold weather, what’s 
it going to be like for the rest of 
winter? 

“I was so relieved when Brett called 
to say he was only 15 minutes away. 
Today he is my hero.” 

After doing a few checks, Brett saw 
the battery was measuring only 
175amps when it should be around 
370amps. 

He told Chrissy she would need a 
new one, and that he could fit one for 
her the same day. 

Brett sent information via his

skeye.pad to the control centre 
punching in a number of codes: 139 
means the battery is flat, 78 the 
battery has been condemned by a 
tester, and 85 is that he jump-started 
the car. 

“We also give feedback to the 
control centre about the information 
we received from them and whether it 
was correct,” he says. 

“Sometimes people break down in a 
road and they have no idea where 
they are, and so it can be difficult to 
locate them.” 

RAC drivers generally work 40 
hours’ a week, but often do overtime. 
Brett says this is popular with 
younger workers who want to save for 
a deposit on a house. 

His next call-out is to Queens Road 
in Sedgley where builder Lee Avey is 
waiting for him with his 28-year-old 


Peugeot 205, which he has managed 
to get started. 

Lee, 30, says: “As a builder I 
haven’t got a clue about cars, so when 
it wouldn’t start this morning, I knew 
I would have to call out the RAC. 

“I’ve only had the car a few months 
but now I’m starting to regret buying 
it as sometimes it cuts out when I’m 
driving around a corner, although it is 
a classic and lovely to drive.” 

Brett checks the connections in the 
car and recommends to Lee that he 
has the gas analysers checked at a 
garage. 

“I used to cover the Oldbury and 
West Bromwich area but now its 
Dudley, Stourbridge, Halesowen and 
Kidderminster,” says Brett who has 
two children, Jade, 19, and Shane, 21. 

“Last January we had a 4x4 vehicle 
which we used for pulling cars out of 


places like bogs and ditches. 

“In cold weather people can panic 
when their wheels start to spin and 
they really give it some revs. The best 
thing to do is to let the vehicle do its 
own thing and tick over.” 

His next job is five minutes away at 
Bilston Street in Sedgley where 
Nasrin Rezai has called saying her 
black Nissan Navara has broken 
down. 

When we arrive, Nasrin is not with 
her car - she has walked in the snow 
back to the warmth of her home. 

Brett says: “People can often go to 
someone’s house or a shop to keep 
warm, but it means we are left sitting 
on the roadside waiting for them. 

“We give them a certain amount of 
time to return to their vehicle and 
then we just have to leave as there are 
usually other people waiting for us.” 


After 10 minutes Nasrin, 35, who 
lives in Clifton Street, arrives at the 
vehicle. She says: “I dropped my two 
children off at school and when I got 
back to my car, it wouldn’t start. 

“When I called the RAC they told 
me it could be up to three hours so I 
decided to walk back home rather 
than stay with my car. However, it 
was only 15 minutes later that Brett 
called to stay he was on his way.” 

After checking, Brett discovers 
that the car battery is fine and it is 
the alternator that needs replacing. 

“I was so relieved when Brett 
arrived — as I was walking to the car 
I could see the flashing lights,” says 
Nasrin. 

“When the weather is so cold the 
last thing you want to be is stranded, 
so it is good to know you can call the 
RAC out to get you moving again.”

Phinn’s congregation were held 
in. 

Phinn’s appeal is he has never 
lost the ability to think and see 
life from a child’s point of view. 


The Secret Garden. 

Birmingham Rep. 

The final production before the 
Rep’s two year closure due to con¬ 
struction of the city’s new library 
lives up to the theatre’s reputa¬ 
tion for technical brilliance but 
lacks festive warmth. 

Over long and weighed down 
by too many mediocre songs, this 
stodgy musical version of 
Frances Hodgson Burnett’s 
classic Victorian tale about two 
upperclass children transformed 
by experiencing nature has great 
potential. Get rid of a third of the 
songs, lop half an hour off the 
150 minute running time (with 
interval), and it could be special. 


The acting and singing are 
superb. Amy Lennox is engaging 
as petulant Mary and James 
Gillan, as bedridden Colin, has 
the best song as he determines to 
leave his sickbed. Evelyn 
Hoskins is a a treat as Martha 
the maid, her skipping song a 
highlight. 

The revolving set of mansion 
and garden is excellent but, 
apart from the scene where it 
snows in the secret garden, 
festive sparkle and magic are in 
short supply.

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Spectacular show, a 3D genie and

O NE of Britain’s best loved celebrities, Christo¬ 
pher Biggins, is promising Wolverhampton a 
spectacular Grand pantomime this winter. 

The actor and reality TV star is a veteran of 39 
pantos but reckons Aladdin, which opens at the 
Grand on Saturday, could be the best yet. 

“It is what I call a good old-fashioned London Pal¬ 
ladium pantomime and what I mean by that is we have 
unbelievable scenery. I have been doing pantomine 
for 38 years and I haven’t done one with scenery like 
this, with costumes that are so lavish and an amazing 
cast.” 

The show is a tweaked version of the production of 
Aladdin that broke box office records in Plymouth last 
year, in which veteran dame Biggins again played 
Widow Twankey. 

“Everyone we did the panto with last year is coming 
back except for Aladdin and Wishee-Washee and we 
have put those roles together and have the amazing 
ventriloquist Paul Zerdin. He is brilliant.

“And we have a 3D genie... oh yes we do! “ Cue 
familiar booming laugh. 

“When I saw it in rehearsal I was absolutely blown 
away. It cost a lot of money and the running costs are 
huge for it. When Abanazar and Aladdin are in the 
cave with this extraordinary genie, you can see the 
kids trying to catch the spiders. It is phenomenal. 

“It is going to be a spectacular pantomime, one of 
the most spectacular Wolverhampton has staged.” 

Biggins also has a key role in the region’s other big 
pantomime this winter but not on stage... it was he 
who encouraged his close friend Joan Collins to make 
her panto debut this year, playing Queen Rat in Dick 
Whittington at Birmingham Hippodrome. 

“We were talking about the fact a job had fallen 


through over Christmas and New Year and I said come 
on Joan why don’t you do a pantomime. I told her she 
would be great. I think I sowed the seed. Sadly I don’t 
think I will be able to see her perform but I know she’s 
going to be fantastic. We will get together for dinner 
on our night off.” 

But another one of his celebrity pals will be calling 
in at the Grand for one of the performances. 

Career 

“Cilia (Black) will be coming to Wolverhampton 
because she is not doing a pantomime herself this 
year,” said the star, whose early roles included such 
TV classics as the drama I, Claudius, and prison sit¬ 
com Porridge with Ronnie Barker. 

“I am very lucky, I have a very varied, interesting and 
good career. I loved Nero in I, Claudius, and Ozzy 
Whitworth in Poldark from my straight acting years. I 
loved Surprise Surprise with Cilia, I’m A Celebrity Get 
Me Out Of Here and Come Dine With Me.

He loves art - he once bought a Hockney for £150 
that’s now worth £10,000 - and technology, his most 
treasured possession is his iPhone, he says, and he 
enjoys holidays in Mauritius.

Glenn communing with the Black Country 


GOOD news for fans of Anglo-American 
rock supergroup Black Country Communion - 
who perform their debut UK gig at Wolver¬ 
hampton Civic Hall on December 29 - front¬ 
man Glenn Hughes is already working on 
songs for their second album. 

The former Deep Purple and Trapeze singer, who 
hails from Cannock, revealed that BCC is no ‘one- 
off’ project when talking to The Chronicle from his 
hillside home in sunny California, which he shares 
with wife Gabrielle. “I love England but not the cold 
and the rain,” he admitted. 

The band features Hughes on vocals and bass 
guitar, drummer Jason Bonham, the Dudley-born 
son of the late Led Zeppelin sticksman John 
Bonham, with Americans - guitarist Joe Bona¬ 
massa and keyboardist Derek Sherinian. Their self- 
titled debut album - a slab of classic bluesy hard 
rock - has been a big success. 

“I have prepared a lot of songs, we’ve probably 
got three-quarters of the next album,” said Glenn. 


“Joe (Bonamassa) and Kevin (Shirley, the producer) 
both live in LA and we get together at Kevin’s studio 
in Malibu. It’s very cohesive and organic. I bring my 
songs, Joe brings his and we finish each other’s 
songs. I have a studio at home and sometimes I 
have to remind myself to get out of there,” said 
Glenn, a former rock wildman who has cleaned up 
his act. 

Thankful 

“Songwriting is what I do and I do it every day, 
even on Christmas Day. I am known as a rock singer, 
and I appreciate and am thankful for that but prima¬ 
rily I am a songwriter. Those creative urges get 
stronger the further I get from the days when I would 
get high or drunk.” 

He reckons it’s fate that has brought the four of 
them together in a band after years of friendship, a 
lifetime’s worth when it comes to Jason Bonham. 

“I knew Jason before he knew me,” said Glenn. “I 
remember when he was a two-year-old, John (his 


father) was a friend of mine and I was like an uncle 
to Jason. He’s my friend’s son and I love him to bits. 

“I believe in fate and in karma. I had a dream 
which told me I was going to be in a rock ’n’ roll band 
again. I was all set to make another funky Glenn 
record but I put the brakes on... and three weeks 
later I’m in this band Black Country Communion.” 

The name references Glenn and Jason’s roots in 
the West Midlands. 

“It was very important to me and to Jason that the 
first gig be at Wolverhampton Civic Hall. That really 
means something to us. It’s a great rock venue in the 
heart of the Black Country. We’ve got to play where 
the name came from. 

“I’ve played the venue about ten times but not in 
recent years. I played there with my first band The 
News in 1968, then in ‘69 with Finders Keepers, 
then several times with Trapeze and then with Deep 
Purple a couple of times.” Just before heading 
down the canyon to record at Malibu, Glenn signed 
off with a cheery “Up the Wolves!”

THE popular Jazz 
supermini from 
Honda has been 
given a refresh for 
2011, with a range 
of enhancements to 
both looks and 
driving dynamics. 

The revised Jazz 
range, which will 
include a hybrid 
model, goes on sale in 
the UK on February 1, 
2011, with prices 
starting from £11,295 
for the 1.2 S model 
and £15,995 for the 
Hybrid variant in HE 
trim. 

The challenge for 
Honda’s engineers was 
to freshen and improve 
the car without compro¬ 
mising on the character¬ 
istics that make the Jazz 
so popular. 

But by enhancing the 
car’s strongest qualities, 
Honda has taken the 
Jazz on to the next stage. 

Staff have produced a 
car with greater flexibil¬ 
ity, better looks, 
increased ride comfort 
and improved environ¬ 
mental credentials. 

While the 2011 car is 
just as cleverly pack¬ 
aged, fresh styling gives 
the Jazz a new appear¬ 
ance. 

New front and rear 
bumpers are the main 
parts to have influenced 
the look of the car. 

Airflow 

These have also been 
designed to reduce drag 
as the airflow passes 
over the Jazz’s body and 
to avoid turbulence 
when the airflow 
detaches from the rear. 

These styling improve¬ 
ments aid aerodynamic 
efficiency on all Jazz 
models. 

Constantly variable 
transmission, more com¬ 
monly known as “CVT”, 
first appeared in the pre¬ 
vious Jazz range and due 
to overwhelming cus¬ 
tomer demand Honda 
has brought it back along 
with a few clever 
improvements. 

The CVT is an auto¬ 
matic transmission that 
keeps the engine in a rev 
range where the car is 
most efficient. 

As well as ensuring 
the whole power train of 
the Jazz is more effi¬ 
cient, it also offers the 
driver a smooth and 
effortless journey. 

The CVT transmission 
is a standard feature on 
the Hybrid and an option 
on 1.4 litre petrol models 
where, thanks to the 
improvements, it now 
matches the economy 
and emissions of the out¬ 
going Jazz i-SHIFT, with 
a C02 value of 125g/km. 

Leather upholstery 
makes a very welcome 
appearance for the first 
time in the Jazz range. 

Along with the addi¬ 
tion of chrome rings 
defining the air vents, 
instruments and climate 
controls across the dash¬ 
board, the leather trim 
gives a whole new 
premium feeling to the 
interior of the car. 

That can be an impor¬ 
tant option for customers 


downsizing from larger 
vehicles from other 
sectors. Leather seats 
are standard on the Jazz 
Hybrid in HX trim and 
available as a £1,250 
option on the 1.4-litre 
petrol EX model. 

Another change across 
the range is a new darker 
dashboard material 
which contrasts strongly 
with the orange and blue 
back lighting of the dials, 
gauges and displays 
across the dashboard. 

The orange backlight¬ 
ing colour is unique to 
the petrol powered vari¬ 
ants, while the Hybrid 
version uses the blue 
lighting to differentiate 
the model from the rest 
of the range. 

The “magic seats”, 
famed for their flexibility 
and multiple seating and 
cargo-carrying configu¬ 
rations — are now even 
better with the addition 
of a reclining rear seat. 

The rear seats can now 
recline 73mms to 
increase rear passenger 
comfort. 

The established 1.2- 
litre and best-selling 1.4- 
litre i-VTEC petrol 
engines remain in the 
Jazz range and to com¬ 
pliment the launch of the 
Hybrid variant, these 
two petrol engines have 
benefited from some 
small reductions in C02 
values and improved fuel 
economy.

The title recognises young racing talent in the UK 
and previous winners have included Fl stars David 
Coulthard, Anthony Davidson and Jenson Button. 

Last year Dean, a former student at Ellowes Hall 
Sports College, Dudley, won the Formula Renault 
championship and he was Formula BMW champion 
in 2005. Dean said his test session in a MP4-23 
McLaren Mercedes - the car raced in the 2008 Fl 
World Championship - had made him hungrier 
than ever to fight his way to the pinnacle of motor 
racing. 

“Driving a Formula One car is something I’ve 
wanted to do all my life and to have actually 
achieved that aim, thanks to everyone at Vodafone
